To Promote Peace 


Bodenhamer Speaker at 


Annual Convention in 


Tennessee 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.— (fi*) —Univer- 


sal service was advocated as the best 
uitans to promote peace in an address 
here Monday by O. L. Bodenhamer, 
past 
national commander 
of 
the 


American Legion, speaking at the an- 
nual convention of Tennessee Legion- 
naires. 


Bodenhamer said that "by universal 


service we mean simply this: That 
on and after the declaration of war, 
ever}' citizen and the property of ev- 
ery citizen shall bear his and its pro- 
portionate part of international con- 
flict. 


"With a system of universal service 


in effect and with the resulting pros- 
pect of victory other nations would 
be slow to declare war against us." 
Bodenhamer said, "We, likewise would 
be slow to declare war against other 
nations in view of the fact that we 
would have no group of our people 
who would be interested in war if it 
were clearly understood that all men 
and all property would be subjected 
to the punishment and burden of war, 
and that there could be no slackers 
and no profits resulting from such in- 
ternational confict. 


"If made into law such a principle 


would cost the United States not one 
single dollar for maintenance," the 
speaker said. "If war is never de- 
clared, the plan will never be called 
into action. If war should be de- 
clared, then it would sreve as an 
economy measure." 


Bodenhamer said that "complete 


world disarmament, as such," will no 
mere guarantee world peace than will 
"(he 
absence of weapons stop fistic 


battles between men when their rights 
are violated." On the other hand, he 
said, neither -'complete preparedness" 
nor absolute militarism" will prove a 
sure cure for war. 


"There is but one condition, in my 


opinion which will guarantee perma- 
nent world peace— and that is a posi- 
tive and permanent change hi the 
heart and spirt cf man, permitting of 
arbitrai'on in all matters, regardleso 


if .ll..' UUlc\Jlll«:."
